Two hundred and

The town had a population of about 
hundred, most of whom are left 
homeless and without employment. 
The amount of insurance could not 
be ascertained. 


Hyde Trial Me*| Deer*ber. 
Kansas City, Mo.. Sept. 6.—When 
the case of Dr. B. Clarke Hyde is call­ 
ed in the criminal court here Mon­ 
day the prosecuting attorney will ask 
that the trial be delayed until Decem­ 
ber in order that he may have more 
time to prepare his evidence. It is 
expected that the defense will agree 
to the postponement. 
This will be the fourth trial of the 
famous case. Dr. Hyde is held for the 
alleged murder of his wife’s uncle, 
Col. Thomas H. Swope, a millionaire 
philanthropist of this city. The mo­ 
tive alleged for the crime was a de­ 
sire that his wife might inherit a 
part of her uncle’s fortune. Col. Swope 
died on October 3, 190!*. Dr. Hyde was 
tried in the May following, convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment for 
life. The higher court remanded the 
case for a new trial. The second trial 
ended abrubtly when one of the jur­ 
ors escaped from the marshals. The 
third trial resulted in a disagreement 
of the jury.

Chattanooga, Tenu., Sept. 6.—“I am 
coming to the national encampment. 
I may never attend another. I want 
to see old Lookout Mountain 
again 
and Snodgrass 
Hill and the 
battle­ 
fields of Nashville and Franklin. And 
I want to meet 
my old comrades, 
probably 
for the last time, in 
the 
shadow of Missionary Ridge, where we 
fought side by side 
in 
“the 
battle 
above the clouds” just fifty year ago.” 
The above is but one of thousands 
of similar letters that have been re­ 
ceived by the local committees from 
veterans all over 
the country 
and 
which indicate that the national en­ 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic soon to assemble in this city 
will be one of the best attended in the 
history of that organization. 
The encampment will be far broad­ 
er in its scope than a mere reunion 
of the soldiers who wore the 
blue 
The indications are that thousands of 
gray-clad veterans who followed the 
fortunes of the Confederacy will be 
present to greet their former foes and 
to join with them in saluting the star 
r ybanner that waves over North and 
South alike. As a demonstration of 
patriotism the encampment promises 
to be scarcely less notable than the 
great reunion held on the battlefield 
of Gettysburg in the early summer. 
The activities of the 
encampment 
will begin one week from today when 
Alfred B. Beers of Bridgeport, Conn., 
commander-in-chief of the G. A. R., 
will arrive with his staff and 
open 
headquarters at the Hotel Patten. For 
the seven days following there will 
be a constant succession of interest­ 
ing events. The end of the encamp­ 
ment will come on the fiftieth anni­ 
versary of the closing 
day 
of 
the 
great battle of Chickamauga, where 
American met American on one of the 
most hotly contested fields 
of 
the 
war. where many thousands on both 
sides .gave their lives or suffered 
rrom founds fighting for that which 
they believed was right. 
Chattanooga expects 
to 
entertain 
200,000 visitors during the week of 
the encampment. The first two days 
will be given over entirely to reunions 
of army corps, brigades and regi­ 
ments that participated in the many 
battles that were fought in this vicin­ 
ity. Two of the most notable of these 
reunion will be held by the Society of 
the Army of the Cumberland and the 
survivors of Wilder’s Brigade. 
The annual parade, always one of 
the most impressive features of the 
G. A. R. encampments, will take place 
Wednesday morning. Many of the old 
soldiers will be too feeble to march 
in the ranks 
with 
their comrades 
Realizing this, 
arrangements 
have 
been made to furnish carriages and 
automobiles for those who 
wish 
to 
participate in the parade, despite their 
inability to stand the severe strain of 
marching. Others will occupy seats in 
the reviewing stands, where they can 
witness the parade and cheer their 
comrades as they pass. 
The first business session of the na 
tional encampment will open Thurs 
day morning. The principal item of 
business will be the selection of a 
new commander-in-chief. The contest 
for the honor already bids fair to be 
one of the most 
spirited 
in 
many 
years. Five 
States, 
South 
Dakota 
Michigan. New Jersey, 
Indiana 
and 
Nebraska, have entered favorite sons 
n the race. South Dakota has in 
dorsed Captain N. H. Kingman, who 
served through the war with the 13th 
Wisconsin Regiment and has been one 
of the prominent figures in the G. 
IL since it* organization. The choice 
of Michigan is ex-Congressman Wash­ 
ington Gardner, who enlisted in the 


Union army when only sixteen and 
followed Sherman from Chattanooga 
to Atlanta. New Jersey’s candidate is 
Col. Ralph D. Cole, who is expected 
to have the support of many veter­ 
ans of the East and the New England 
States.
